WASHINGTON. — Members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee sprang to the defence of Sec- 
retary of State Henry Kissinger 
yesterday, urging him not to resign 
ever newspaper articles questioning 
his alleged role in the Watergate 
scandal, Kissinger threatened to re- 
sign yesterday, in an emotional 
press conference in Salzburg, Aus- 
tria. 

Acceding to a request from Dr. 
Kissinger, the committee unanimous- 
ly voted to begin a review of his 
testimony and other evidence re- 
lating to wiretaps authorized five 
years ago to detect leaks of secret 
government information, 

Committee chairman, Senator J. 
Wiliam Fulbright (Democrat-Ar- 
kansas), said the committee had 
also requested documents from the 
Department of Justice which had 
hitherto been refused. The docu- 
ments are apparently transcripts of 
the wiretaps and memorandums 
from FBI officials concerning the 
taps. 

Senators were virtually unanimous 
in expressing sympathy for Dr. 
Kissinger, who returned from a 33- 
day Middle East peace trip late 
last month only to be greeted by 2 
series of allegations that he had 
lied to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee in denying any role in 
ordering wiretaps. 

Commenting on Kissinger's threat 
to resign, Senator Edmund Muskie 
(Democrat-Maine), sald “Of course, 
I would urge him to stay on the 
job. He has been a brilliant servant 
of our country." 

Early yesterday, Dr. Kissinger, 
shaking with anger and close to 
tears, threatened to quit his post 
because of the wiretapping allega- 
Hons. 

Kissinger said in the wunpreced- 
ented press conference that the 
allegations defamed him and jeo- 
pardized the conduct of US. fo- 
reign policy.

President Nixon is assured a huge 
official and popular welcome in 
Egypt today, the authorities there 
having done their utmost to give 
the visit an historical atmosphere. 

Egyptian officials said Nixon will 
be given a double welcome: An 
official “pomp and circumstance” re- 
ception led by President Anwar Sa- 
dat at the airport,and a conquering 
hero's welcome along the route from 
“the airport to the Kubbeh guest 
palace, where he will stay. 

The Arab Socialist Union, Egypt's 
only political party, will bring out 
100,000 members, complete with 
bands, banners, and to cheer 
and applaud Richard and Pat Nixon 
on the streets. Wooden triumphal 
arches are spaced 200 metres apart 
all long the route.

Three brothers 
indicted for 
eabbie’s murder 


The three brothers from Shu'a- 
fat accused of murdering Jeru- 
salem taxi driver Zion <Abergil 
were indicted yesterday in Jeru- 
salem District Court, 

The indictment said that Suheir 
Malaby, 20, went to Beirut ‘ast 
January and was assigned the 
task of murdering a taxi driver 
in Jerusalem, booby-trapping his 
body, and leaving it in a place 
where there were many people. 

‘Suheir allegedly returned to 
Jerusalem and recruited his two 
brothers, Zaki, 22, and Riad, 24, 
to help him with the assignment. 

‘On April 16, Zaki hired Zion 
Abergil’s taxi. When they got 
to their destination Zaki’s bro- 
thers were waiting. Suheir held 
ἃ gun on Abergil, while Zaki 
strangled him and Riad beat him. 
After murdering, him, the, indict- 
‘ment continues, they wired Atber- 
gil's body with explosives and 
put him in the trunk of the 
taxi. Riad drove it to Ben-Yehuda 
Street and left it outside Cafe 
Atara. 

The brothers will be brought 
to court today, when the prose- 
cutor will ask that they be held 
in custody until the end of the 
proceedings. ‘The prosecutor is 
expected to present 20 witnesses 
against them. (Itim)

Women start Technion trust

The Women's Division of the 
‘American Technion Society does not 
raise millions of dollars to con- 
struct ‘buildings on the Technion 
campus. Instead, as National Presi- 
dent Rose Herrmann expresed it, 
the women “help put some soul in 
the buildings which afready exist.” 

I met Mrs. Herrmann and two of 
her fellow workers on the last day 
of a Technion Study ‘Mission at- 
tended by 43 persons — including 
the husbands or children of some 
of the members.

Mr. Dulzin told a press conference 
that 135,000 Soviet Jews ‘ave re- 
quested exft visas. There has been 
an increase this year, he sald, in 
the number of Soviet Jews request- 
ing invitations from relatives in 

which are required hefore 
the Soviet Government issuea an 
exit vise. ᾿ 

In the firat four months of the 
year 19,000 such requests were re- 
ceived, compared to 17,000 in the 
same period last year. If the Soviets 
were to open their gates to Jewish 
emigration, Mr. Dulzin said, hund- 
reds of thousands στοὰ come to 
Israel. : 

Israel is able to receive more 
than 100,000 8 year, he said. Of 
the 90,000 Jews who have left the 
Soviet Union “in the past three 
years, aH but 3,500 have come to 
Israel 


Mr. Dulzin called ‘upon President 
Nixon to urge Syria and the So- 
viet Union during his visit to those 
countries to let their Jewish re- 
sidents leave.- ‘He attributed the 
slowdown in Soviet emigration en- 
tirely to the policies of the Soviet 
Government.

for the duration of the visit. 

The King David itself will as- 
sume the role of the White 
House. Th vital “hot line” link 
to the Kremlin, and the special 
telephone through which the 
dreaded nuclear orders are given, 
are among the links being ,in- 
stalled. 

The hotel will be out-of-bounds 
to everyone save official members 
of the entourage and hotel staff.

‘The Ministry has assigned a team 
of engineers to assist members of 
the President's staff who will bring 
along 5; mobile communi- 
cations equipment to be used during 
the visit. The engineers will tie the 
equipment into Tsrael’s earth satel- 
lite ‘ground station in the Hla Valley, 
and into the submarine cable that 
connects Tel Aviv with Marseilles. 


Scores of telex keyboards will be 
installed at Ben-Gurion Airport and 
at the Hotel in Jerusalem 
room on the convenience of the 
large group of newsmen accompany- 
ing Mr. Nixon. There will also be 
banks of direct-dial international te- 
lephones, 2. post office cable counter, 
8 radiophoto counter, - broadcast 
booths for radio , and facil- 
ion of black-and- 
white and colour television films via 
‘satellite.

Tse social workers who 
gathered for a long session 
in Jerusalem yesterday in effect 
protest that they are being 
asked to make bricks without 
straw. They say that the entire 
problem of the underprivileged 
is not treated as seriously as 
necessary. They say the findings 
of the study on underprivileged 
youth, prepared by 2 commis- 
sion under Dr, Israel Katz, a 
former director of the National 
Insurance Institute, in two 
years’ work, was pushed under 
the carpet and its details not 
made public because it was an 
election year. , 

Tt is true that at the time of 
the publication of the report — 
a year ago — the Likud leader, 
Mr, Menahem Begin, sought to 
raise the issue in the Knesset 
as though he had discovered it, 
to be told by Prime Minister 
Meir that it was, after all, the 
Alignment which had ordered 
the study to be made. 

Then came the war, and war 
is a great evener of social clas- 
ses. With quiet restored, at 
least for the time being, the 
social gap will again come to 
the fore, say the social work- 
ers, who threaten an “explosion” 
if enough is not done, 

Tt is Dr. Katz himself who 
has provided the essential clue 
to the problem, “we were mis- 
taken in inking that if we 
build Israel we will automati- 
cally build society.” 

The early, socialist builders 
had no doubts on thig score, for 
all were poor and even hungry 
together. Those who came after 
were reluctant to add social 
problems to the other difficul- 
ties that began to beset the 
yishuv and the state, and per- 
suaded ‘themselves that the 
generation actually born in this 
country would know how to es- 
cape from poverty and lack of 
marketable skills, however neg- 
lected, overcrowded and ignorant 
the homes in which they grew 


up. To admit that the misfor- 
tune of poverty would reproduce 
itself and multiply, and that 
only the very gifted and the 
lucky would escape it was to 
admit that Israel society is not 
really a great improvement on 
society elsewhere, and an un- 
welcome thought. 

The result is a situation in 
which up to a third of families 
in some development towns re- 
quire help. There is need for 
better housing for large fami- 
lies, for better elementary 
schools in many areas, for more 
help for families without bread- 
winners, for earlier, better care 
for juvenile delinquents. It is 
difficult to establish priorities 
or to find the needed funds, even 
to_know where to start. 

There has been some pressure 
for the establishment of a ‘“Mi- 
nistry of Prosperity” to coordi- 
nate all the measures involved. 
Instead, we have a Ministerial 
Committee, originally headed _ by 
Mrs. Meir. Prime Minister Ra- 
bin has passed the job on to

WASHINGTON, — American Jew- 
ish groups are bracing themselves 
to withstand increasing pressures 
ag the dispute over the Jackson 
Amendment reaches the confronta- 
tion stage. 
Publicly, Jewish organizations 
have maintained a solid front in sup- 
port of Senator Henry Jackson's 
Measure, which would make the 
granting of easier trade terms to 
the Soviet Union conditional on the 
easing of Soviet emigration policy.

But in private, the Jewish groups 
have been trying to iron out differ- 
ences over just how far to go with 
Jackson. There are two lines: that 
the Jackson strategy is flirting 
with real confrontation with the 
Russians, which could potentially 
work to the disadvantage of the So- 
viet Jews; or that it puts American 
Jewry in an untenable position, op- 
posing detente and bucking the 
Nixon administration, whose con- 
tinued support of Israel is essential.
